all other attribaie^ of life: as the moral 
sense becomes more caMoas and the will- 
to-cuJture increasingly impoteiiL Stan- 
dardiaation, largely in pecuniury Icrms.

Luerauire. atchiUiciute and language. 
Mechanical reproduction lakes the place 
of original art; bigness takes the place 
of fomi; voluminousness takes the place 
of significance.

Mumford’s fifth stage is Tyrmttoprtits 
of which he writes; 'Extension of para- 
sitism througluiut iJ^c economic and social 
scene; the function of spending paralyses 
aJI the higher activities of culture and no 
act of culture can be justilkd that docs 
not involve display and expense. Politics 
becomes competition for the cxploitadon 
of the municipal and state exchequer by 
this or that dass or group. Extirpation 
of organs of coinmunal and dvie life 
other than '“Klaic''.’ . 

In his sixth and hna] stage which he 
descrihex as Ntrkrtfpoiis he says, 'War and 
famine and disease rack both city and 
country .side. 'Ehe phy«ca] towns beeoriie 
mere shells, Those who remain in them 
ure unable to curry on die old inunicipul 
services or mainuiin the old civic life: 
what remains of that life il at best a 
clumsy caricature. The names pcr'ws*: 
the rciility vanishes ’ 

There K a perverse psychopathic joy 
to which anarchibls arc occaaionaliy prone 
in seeing the gioomiest prophecies fulfilled; 
but unforiunately l^wri Mumford has 
lived to see his stages of development 
utarnungly fulhlled I rue this develop¬ 
ment has been uneven. In some cases we 
have reached siage six without stage four 
being fuifillcd. 

In recent weeks we have had dramatic 
ilJustTdtmnx of the problem confronting 
us of how to prevent the break-down of 
the great cities we hnve a Ho wed to arise. 
In New york, u power fuilure on Novem¬ 
ber 9 blacked out HU.OGd »ajuare miles, 
including nearfy all of New York, Boston, 
most purU of America^ nine nurih- 
eastern stateb, and two provinces in .South¬ 
eastern Canada. This breakdown lasted 
over 12 hours. In London, ihe trallic 
problem increases every day On two or 
three days^ recently, fralfk blocks have 
lasted for lioUr.s. The Evenitif* Stanttnrd 
carries an artide f5Jl.fi5), Otie Eirnmx- 
ITi/rn lAWdoft Neariy Died, a/i nccoutii 
nf the occasion! on November 3 when 
1-ondon iruflie nearly sei:ced up. At lire

motorway crushes in fug of the price we 
pay for extending our 'lines of supply'. 

Protessiof Galbraith, speuking in Ireland 
Iasi week on 'Economic Dcvclopnicni: 
Some of the Obstacles’, said. '1 he test 
of performance is not the si/e of iho 
griM naiiunal product hut the way the 
nantm livo. Wc must have growtli, but 


we must have sensibfe public management 
of its con sequences.' Pui^ water, pure 
jiir. and space for mcrcatjon w-ere becom-* 
itig scarcer in the US. said ProfeNS^tr 
Galbruith. rhe Amciton urban en¬ 
vironment WAS Ixicoming Hcsihrom in 
the extreme, and wheveas in the 30s 
people worried about their jobs, llicy now 
worried about thdr surroundings, 

The dfy of today is a Muftfiiopoiis on 
the verge of becoming a Tyrrmfopolh in 
all respects, but within a hail 's breadth of 
becoming a Nekfopt/ih\ All ilic techno¬ 
logical advances of wliich we tK>ast create 
Curlhcr problems. The centralixahon of 
electric pitwer makes the xysiem inci'cas- 
ingly vulucrablc to overloading. In 
London quite recently w‘c had a similnr 
example of load-shedding which 
eventually Tripped'. The tnoior car. which 
h mciint to give us more nTobility, dogs 
our highways or if it becomes mobile 
we aull'er from tlie increasing rond fata- 
lilies. even dcctridiy is creadng ci smoke 
problem. 

In the Getober 7he Crce/i HeYoiuftoft, 
The journul ol the ^i^hool ot' I ivmg. there 
is u list ut the Uls endemic to city living, 
.Among them arc cancer, the nervous 
conditions urisins from living in over¬ 
crowded condidotis, lack of privacy, 
noise, lack of exercise due to urbanisa¬ 
tion. weial regimen La lion, water 
pi.)lluuon (and, as New York knows, 
dioriagc). One may nt limes feel that llac 
green revolution is going too far and 
Loo Tolksy' but city living certainly takes 
it!> toll. 

One of the primary boasts of defenders 
of urban miirkei-cconomy centralized 
living or 'dvitiKation' as they cull it. 
Life in the city is safer, more secure. 
Recent events have shown that a complex 
urban life is more vulnerable, more m- 
.‘iccurc, than a more deccrurjiized, pro¬ 
duction for use society. A mcro fall of 
snow, a |H>pukr television programme, a 
butst tyre on a trunk road, a micro- 
orBunism in the water, frost on niilway 
points, a wind-blown power line, may 
bring delay, dtprivation, damage or even 
death to millions. 

At the same time the rmiion stales 
of the world have the effrontery to offer 
ihdr diy-huddJed populations as hostages 
in a tiudear war, 

ll iff told that a 7aq elephaitl had an 
eKtreme amck of eonstipaiton. Ever- 
increasing do$e« of laxative were tried. 
Finally they took effect. The result was 
so colossal that the only solution for the 
xoo. and its keepers, was to 'walk away 
and leave it/ One is often tempted to walk 
away and leave the big city but dierc js 
always die problem of earning a living.

He 
is not against the use of force in 
British Guiana, or Malaysia, or 
Aden, or Vietnam, but he h In 
Rhodesia. They are our kith and 
kin. and if oiir kith and kin arc 
a load of racialist bastards we must 
not be too hard. Why? BECAUSE 
THEY ARE WHITE—that h the 
reason. 

The truth of the matter is that 
ever since the Matabcle were de¬ 
feated in Rhodesia in 1893, it has 
been an occupied country. Nobody 
cared before this business happened 
and most people don't care now. 
Rhodes and his sort went into 
Africa io build an Empire in order 
to loot the country. NOT TO 
BRING ENLIGHTENMENT. The 
fact is ihat The African is .still as 
badly off as when they first con¬ 
quered him. James Baldwin makes 
a similar point with regard to 
equality for the negro in America: 

‘On the other hand it is quite im¬ 
possible to argue with a (black) 
Muslim concerning the actual state 
in iWiT^- • - The 

truth after all is the truth. 

‘This is the great power a Muslim 
speaker has over his audience. His 
audience has not heard this truth— 
the truth about their daily lives— 
honoured by anyone else. Almost 
anyone else, black or white, prefers 
to soften the truth, and poim to a 
new day which is coming. But this 


day has been coming for a hundred 
years. Viewed solely in the light 
of this country's moral professions, 
this lapse is inexcusable. Even 
more important, however, is the 
fact that there is desperately little 
in the record to indicate that wdute 
America ever seriously desired - 
or desires- to sec this day arrive * 

And so it is wlih Africa, 

The future of Rhodesui, as the 
future of Mankind, however, re¬ 
mains uncertain, a.s it remains with 
God. For God. u.s it seem.s, is on 
every side. Mr. Smith and his 
raciiilists 'have struck a blow for 
Chri-stiantty’. Mr. Wilson Tinder 
God' will lend ilicm back to Law 
and Order. Housewives in Sal Is- 
bury have prayed, and housewives 
in Britain have prayed; the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury who, in the 
name of Christ (who died rather 
than kill) asked for the use of force 
to rexstore ^ihe rule of the very 
Chri.stianity Mr. Smith ha.s just 
struck his blow for, prayed; and 
the Governor of Rhodesia, on 
Sunday, went to Holy Communion. 

The world may be htown up. 
revolution and earthquake may 
follow each other, the true destiny 
of mankind may be burning in 
Wilson's pipe, and all wc are asked 
for is prayers! 

But with God it is as with law 
and government: they come and 
they go* We do nol ask for the 
prayers of the Africans, because 
God is white. Wc do not ask them 
lo .li'a; uudiiE the lukis Uvt,. ItJt _ 
the rulers are white. We expect 
them to take their destiny in their 
hands, one day for certain, and 
with God on ihetr side we wjJI sec 
Mr. Smith and Mr. Wilson come to 
their true destiny in the fami/y of 
nations, to the destiny reserved For 
leaders: they will be entombed.

The 
American Civil Rights movement has 
amply dcmonslntled this; Nit-ins* have 
done more for integration than Supreme 
Court decisions. 

At the moment, racialism in this 
country is coven and defensive, apart 
from the hard core NaEis. More people 
Its yet say ‘I've got nothing agamst them 
personally, it's the neighbours' than M 
hale them*. Tins gives us a slight advan¬ 
tage that must be followed up w'ilh 
vigour. Alt manifestations of colour 
prejudice must be opposed in sudi a way 
that their perpetrators are convinced 
that they are putting themselves 'beyond 
the pale'. Tlie most significant fact we 
have 10 work with here is that in 1962, 
when the Government was pulling 
forward its proposals on the limitation of 
immigraiion with great popular support, 
as a result of the tremendous light the 
labour Party put up, that popular sup¬ 
port actually diminished (opinion poll 
hndings. cited in Paul Foot's mdispensable 
book Injmif^ratwtt md Race m British 
Politics, Penguin, 4/6d,). So, what the 
Labour Party are now forgetting, anti- 
racialist appeals, if vigorous enough, can 
affect public opinion just as racialist 
appeals can. The wave re rs can be slif-

voting is as unviiisractory a.s voling I 
know lots of comnidcs wHl iinaihcaiarive 
this new heresy; but I seriously put this 
forward as an ciTcctivc method of register^ 
ing anti-racialist opinion in a sensitive 
:irca where laticrly only racialisui have 
been heard. .And atiarchiitls arc more 
free to do this ,simply heenuse, when it 
comes to the ponu, ihcy arc not likely to 
let other thirty considerations weigh with 
them: that is. anarchists aa- prepiircd not 
merely to rock party hoai^ hut lo bore 
liule holes in the bottom. 

Bui we musi also use propaganda. As 
I have suggested elsewhere at grcaier 
length (the Speciaror, 1.10.65), it is im¬ 
portant to rid the air of such terms as 
‘coloureds', ‘aliens', and Ihc like—all 
labels which classify and set a pari otic 
man from another. Like Einstein on a 
famous occasion, wc muiJi ii.sscrt that 
race means the human race, and refuse 
to recognise sub-divisions. We must ex¬ 
press our contempt for the television 
satirists who darin^y say 'nig-nogs' with 
self-conscious giggles. Of course we must 
have the facts and figures to refute the 
racial iau and the apologists for restric¬ 
tions who. being more numerous, are in 
a real sense more dangerous than the 
racialists. I don't believe for a moment 
that Hiller, could have pulled oil the 
Final Solution' in 1933-9; but he was 
able lo creme such an anli-Jewish climate 
of opinion that the 'Final Sotuiion' be* 


stand what they don't understand but 
who looks so genial and gcntlemnnly, he 
would save them from the bespectacled 
girls and Itmg-haircd students who look 
so sinister and strange and dare to shout 
HJM dow'u, HE who is a professor and 
knows best. 

I stood amidst them, enjoying my 
fellow countrymen at election time, and 
had just flipped a dgaretie butt on the 
hat of a policeman, who might have 
recalled his bygone days of golden 
GESTAPO-time (a moment Inter he 
would arrest a friend of mine for shout¬ 
ing This fat-arse, he makes me hungry f 
when a pcntleman approached me some¬ 
what stem and said: You better have a 
haircut before shouting against the 
Chancellor!' I asked him, would he 
kindly explain the relevances of (a) hair¬ 
cut to (b) the right of free speech, and 
be answered with a remarkuble talent to 
ilUiminate the situation of German poli¬ 
tics: 'll is always the dirty that is 
against usT And is it not true? For, 
come to Germany, westside, today, and 
what will you find? No gas-ovens, no 
Jews either, but friendly Americans ('Our 
safe-guards'), no concentration camps 
and no communists either, and no* no 
dirt, but cleaned streets and cosy rosy 
citizens driving home in the friendly 
night in dean cars to their fresh-bathed 
women and newly produced children 
(THIS PRODUCT IS NATURAL 
AND DIRT HAS SUCCESSFULLY 
BEEN ELIMINATED IN THE PRO¬ 
CESS OF MAKING IT). I admit,

T HH PKJ’SENT DISCUSSrONS about 
Rljocfcjiia are gencrylJy described by 
ihe press as a Constitutional crisiV. 
While the difTcrences between the niling 
class of Rhodesia, represen led by Mr. 
Smith and his government and the ruling 
class of England whose interests are 
championed by the ’sodalisi' Mr. Wilson* 
arc ostensibly summed up tn terms of 
alternative constiutional sci-ups, we 
would submit the following two points: 
first ihii! consiiiutions are irrelevant, and 
secondly that neither of the two partici¬ 
pating [Kirtjes cares about them anyway. 

Only last week, a state of emergency 
was declared in Rhodesia* openly sup' 
pressing ihc constitutional freedoms of 
publicaiian and speech which are usual 
in democracies in peacetime. It has 
been accepted by the British press that 
the reasons given for the imposition of 
the state of emergency arc quite invalid, 
and whai has happened is just another 
move in the political manoeuvring be¬ 
tween Salisbury and London. In other 
words* whenever it suits the convenience 
of Ihe pcopk in power, a constitution 
which guaranieeii freedom of speech, etc. 
(if only in this case for a minority!) 
can be suspended, and the lot of the 
oppressed group made even harder. 
Wbai, then* is the point of constilu- 
tional guarantees? 

The Soviet Union guarantees personal 
freedom to ali its subjects, provided of 
course that they don*t act against their 
nation's inicrcsis. The United States 
Constitulion and its amendments provide 
compleU safeguards for individual free-

dom. hill when McCarthy was at hisi 
height, pen pie were pmsecLilcd and de¬ 
prived of ihcir jobf- for relying on the 
Constitution, hence the term '5th Amend¬ 
ment communist'. In a similar category 
come the 'siaiulojy communists' of 
South Africii, who arc subjected to 
vicious persecution for being liberals, 
under the provision of laws for the 
supj'iression of commimism. 

It is clear that the fate of a people 
and the frecdDm of individuals does noi 
depend in the slightest degree on the 
constitution that is in force, but on the 
relative power of the ruling class ar^d 
the people, and the clashes of interest 
Within each group. 

The negotiations between Smith and 
Wilson, and the accompanying declara¬ 
tions of the Tory Party in Britain, the 
naiionalisl movcmcnls and governments 
in Africa, Ihc various power blocs in 
the United Nations, arc all part of a 
kind of poker game in which everyone 
tries to frighten the other side, without 
revealing too much about their own 
strength, 

U is not the constitution of a state 
that determines how the people live but 
its power structure. The white Rhode¬ 
sians have Ute economic and military 
power at the moment and want to hold 
on to it in the fanatical and short¬ 
sighted way. The leaders of the other 
African slates see this as a menace to 
their own dominaiion of the continent* 
while the British government is Jooking 
for the solution which will lead to the 
perpetuation of as much of its influence 
and trading power as possible. The 
people of Rhodesia have little influence 
in the matter, and no one is working in 
their interests. The only way to free¬ 
dom for them ties not through adherence 
to BHilsh 1-abour politics or the power 
hungry militants of the nationalist 
parlies* but in the evolution of com¬ 
munal forms of organisation which can 
enable them lo develop the aspects of 
frvBierial civilisation that they want, with¬ 
out succumbing to the dictatorship of 
government and politics.

A Talent’s Beginning 


T he first requisite of any enter¬ 
tainment is to entertain, and intel¬ 
lectual content is of secondary import, 
for the Elizabethan groundlings who filled 
ihe Globe to watch Burbage juggle with 
Yorick's skull as he strutted the boards 
were the same tear-a-ways who varied 
their evenings with the bear garden next 
door. No one has yet been willing to 
stage Shaw's introductions for Sheridan's 
dictum, voiced by Mr. Puff in The Critic; 
that one should 'hesin with the striking 
ctf a dock, to he get an awful attenthm 
in the audience still holds good whether 
it be ihe clock striking the hours in ihe 
Globe version of lulius Caesar or Gil 
Winfield's opening act for hts play The 
Tattooed Nude. A certain E,S., writing 
in one of the national daily bladders, 
sought to dismiss Winfield's play by 
describing it as a "squalid tittle fantasy 
good for a giggie. remarking in passing 
that it was in the lonesco-Genet style 
full of fetish humour, a superficial judgc- 
ment thai could equally apply to The 
first hook of Mosen. coiled Genesis if 
Ralph Adron, the designer of the nude 
had been allowed to work on that caialy¬ 
tic productiun. 

In its selling, the play owes much to 
Genet's play The Bah any. with its watered 
down mockeiy of Christian ritual bui all 
el^c 14 pure blarney Winfield takes his 
four charactejc and Hoods the stage and 
uudieiKr wjtfi a stream of uncommiilcd 
wofdv and phrase From character to 


character the ur 
language flows, 
lightening the imai 
rhythm of pure 
darkness and Led 


nslTtiined stream of 
|ljng the mind but 
a lion with Ihis poetic 
nd. One sits in the 
the music of this 
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quartet lap around (the unresisting intel¬ 
lect. for this is Jame^ Joyce opening the 
floodgates of the ipind and pouring his 
verbal fantasy into the vacuum of the 
night. But then Winfield's lack of disci¬ 
pline displays itself and, like Wilde, he 
holds up the action ;jpf the play to auction 
off an epigram for a moment's applause. 

Like Shaw he tire of his play 
acting to turn and [lecture his audience 
through the mouth {of one of his mum¬ 
mers and of the three styles Winfield has 
failed to make a ^oice. Though Win¬ 
field makes public his own disillusions 
through Ihe mouth of his central creation^ 
Max. he is craftsman enough to allow 
his other creatures .to fulfill their own 
stage destinies, for this is Winfield's 
world of fantasy with Peter Gale as the 
fantasy crook, Hilary Pritchard as the 
fantasy whore, and .Michael Roth well as 
ihe sexually lormeoied grotesque, crea¬ 
tures of pretence wilhout which Peter 
Carlisle as Max the landlord cannot live. 
They live in that world of artificial emo- 
liims wherein false ; dec! a rati on s of love 
and hale eat away Ihe hours, yet it is 
that world that crumbles the first moment 
one single act of real and prosaic baseness 
touches them. 

And so, within this play, they leave this 
shabby dileilanic who has betrayed them 
wiih ii dngle worldly lonch and he is 
lurced lo seek his own renewal in iwo 
more crealures who will pfny niirior to 
Ills lying uiiagi nil lion.

How many 
have had to suspend business activities? 
How many have been subject to 
whispering campaigns and Ihe petty 
persecutions of the untried? 

Dave CunliiTe has not yet come to trial 
for publishing The Golden Convolvulus 
but already there have been trials. Tina 
has had lo change her job.

A typical snide attack on the anthology

words. (His exact wording was not 
available from the BBC.)

(For example in 
Twelfth Night, ‘This must be my 
mistress's letter* these are her Cs, her 
Us, her Ns* and her Ts’, and in Hamlet 
'Get thee to a nunnery' (i.e, a brothel), 
and a reference when Hamlet has his 
head in Ophelia's lap he makes a 
reference to ‘country pleasures'.) The 
young Wordsworth of the Lake Poets was 
accounted fully as revolutionary to the 
Lejeunes of his day as Dave Cunliffe's 
school is now*

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The Right 
to Strike 


t^lNCE THH END of ihe Second 
^ World War. there has been a 
marked increase in the growth of 
monopoly capitalism. More and 
more companies have merged or 
amalgamaicd leading to a powerful 
concent ration of ccniraJised w^ealth. 
This is an inevitable process of 
capitalism. leading lo vast empires 
employing thousands of men nnd 
women. Now it is not so much 
individual companies in a country 
competing against one another, hut 
monopoIie.s competing on a inter¬ 
national scale for the share-out of 
the w^orld's markcfs. 

The diflicultics of monopoly 
capitalism in Britain have arisen 
because its share of the world mar¬ 
ket is now on the decline and the 
failure to gei into the Common 
Miirkei has been a further set¬ 
back due to the fact that it now^ 
faces tariffs instead of a wide open 
market 

The whole process of monopoly 
capitalism is welcomed in the 
Tabotir Govemmenrs 'National 
Plan'. 'British industry faces the 
problem of the small fii?e of many 
of its production units compared 
with those in the United Slates and 
some other countries. . . . The scale 
of the operation is very rm port ant 
to competitive survival and this 
%eems likely to involve a consider¬ 
able reorganisation of the size of 
uniih of which British industry is 
comprised. While the Government 
are intern on gelling rid of restric¬ 
tive pracuces and preventing abuse 
of moaop^jly power they would not 
-hnen6- tr ' hinder 

mergers which they arc satisfied 
\vi ujd promote greater efficiency/ 

One of the points put up in favour 
of mergers is that they make an 
organ j Li I ion more efficient and this 
i; really w^hai the Labour Govern- 
meni \s after, a more efftcient capj- 
taltst As the Government 

point out in itn N^itional Plan, ii

attack? on the Trade unions, shop 
strwi^td^ itnd unofficial strikes, 
llie y Li.hr i must. I think, be re¬ 
lated 1^! tfic present position of 
British capitalism Obviously if 
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Ihey are out to compete for a 
bigger share of the world market, 
then they want a labour force which 
keeps at it and does not come out 
on strike when il feels that it is 
sufTering some injustice. 

THE ROYA!. COMMISSION 

Go VC rumen IS in other countries 
are just as concerned and are after 
the same aims as our own. In fact 
some seem to have achieved them. 
There seems no doubt 111 at the 
Labour Government is out to slop 
unofficial strikes, or as 95% of all 
sirikes are not given union sanction, 
you might as well say that they arc 
out to take away the right to strike. 
U does not seem to be in favour of 
outlawing unofficial strikes just tike 
that, but intend to use more subtle 
means, Tliis is brought out in the 
evidence by the Ministry of Labour 
wTich has been laid before the 
Royal Commission on Trade Unions 
and Employers* Associations. In 
fact they give a number of ways to 
achieve their object. One is to fine 
Ihe unions whose members take 
unofficial action; another, that the 
negotiating procedure, which has to 
be gone through before any strike 
action be legally enforceable, and 
that in return for a closed shop, 
unions would expel members for 
taking unofficial acuoti. 

From the Government's point of 
view, these proposals have snags. 
Jf unions were subject to fines for 
the unofficial strikes of their 
members, then they might make all 
strikes official, likewise, to legally 
''f roeediiri; 

would still not stop workers taking 
action for themselves and as for 
expelling member.^. . . . 

A f'nmuM Timex ediiorial com¬ 
ments that the 'Mirtislry'.s reluctance 
to attack the real offenders makes 


fair nonsense of di.sciission of 
legal sanctions. Vet legal sanctions 
are used in other countries without 
raUing the Ministry's nightmare of 
jails filled with turbulent workers. 
The reason is simple enough: the 
penalties arc not imprisonment, but 
moderate fines siopP<^d out of future 
camings/ 

THE ILFORD AGREEMENT 

Bill before all this had been put 
before the Roy^l Commission, the 
National Union of General and 
Municipal Workers tt^d llfords, the 
photographic suppliers, had signed 
an agreement which takes away the 
workers' right to strike. The 
NUGMW are to get workers to 
sign Ktatemenis ‘unreservedly agree¬ 
ing' to keep union rules and union- 
managenieni agreements. In return 
for this, Ilford plants are to become 
100? trade union. Both the union 
and the management agreed that 
the aim of the agreement 'wa? to 
avoid both unofficiai sirikes and 
llireals of unofficial strikes’. 

If the union doesnh discipline 
any members who take unofficial 
action, then the 100”^' organisation 
agreement ends, and if the union do 
expel any members for such action, 
then the management will not pre¬ 
vent ‘unreasonably" its agreement to 
expulsion and so the worker is 
sacked. No doubt this is the son 
of agreement the Government, em¬ 
ployers and union leaden would 
like throughout industry = though 
they know they will not get it. It 
is to be hoped ihat Ilford workers 
will not fall for it. The unions in 
the car industry recently turned 
dovvn a similar plan, not because 
they were against it in principfe, but 
because they knew iheir workers 
wouldn’t wear it. 

This is what it boils down to; if 
they can gut away with it. they will 
iry it. As It is, unofficial strikes 
pay off. It is the way workers 
defend their intereiis at the point 
of production. It is the way of 
pushing up wages, but most unoffi¬ 
cial strikes are eo%cerncd with other 
issues. They are about sackings* 
'd fiill'^ ff'fhnncr of

tries to dictate its terms. If workers 
are not to be seWn up by union 
leaders and managements, then the 
righl to wilhdraw' c^e's labour must 
be kept. i P.T.

Dockers and seamen have everything 
to gain by acting in Industrial unity: if 
they are beaten* the dockers in particular, 
then it's curtains for everyone. Every 
industry will eventually have its ow^ 
Devlin* this is a fact that must be 
recognised by all workers,

P ROVINCIAL AGREEMENT has 
been reached on a joint union- 
management .scheme to ‘fine" unofficial 
strikers in the Municipal Bu.s Industry, 
Last ntonth the union side, led by the 
T GWU, turned down a bonus offer 
because the penalty clause w-ould auio- 
malicaiJy have reduced an unofffdaJ 
strikerb’s seniority rights for bonus ^ 
purposes, 

A wonderful compromise has now 
been reached; the cash offer remains 
the same but the bus employers have 
alloxved the unions some voice in the 
administration of penalties. In miti« 
gating circumstances, an independent 
chairman will examine the facts. 

This idea is all part of the plan to 
smaih industrial militancy. This plan 
must be fought at every stage otherwise 
we will ail wind up* not only wage slaves, 
but slaves in the strictest sense of the 
word by the kind permission and co¬ 
operation of the trade union leadership.

groups* one at Witney and a larger one 
at the University. 

There was .s great deal of discussion 
concerning Clause 5 in the Aims and 
Principles of the SWF. This concero.s 
SWF members joining Their appropriate 
trade union and where possible* becoming 
shop stewards and working through the 
Trade Councils? Those who wanted to 
retain tlie clause said that if it was 
withdrawn then the SWF could be at¬ 
tacked for being imti-union. On the other 
hand, supporters for the removal of die 
clnusas felt that it jirst was not necessary. 
They did not want to recruit niemben 
for reformist unions. 

The clause was finally changed to: 
'Mcmbci's shall where it is consistent 
with their syndicalisi activity work within 
their appropriate TUg\ etc** the last part 
concerning Trade Councils being deleted. 

It was agreed that officers could hold 
office for longer than two years. 

Bill Christopher and Mark Bendy were 
re-clectcd Secreiury and Treasuner 
respectively. The Industrial Sub¬ 
committee had produced two leaflets 
during the past year, one on catering 
industry* the other on iranspon, and 
hiul organised a very fruitful meeting on 
the shop steward and rank and file 
movement, 

The London section of the SWF 
moved that ne.vt year's conference should 
be hdd in the provinces, Manchester 
heing suggested* and this was agreed. 

To this writer, the sad thing about this 
conference was that Anarchists were being 
ii';cd by some Syndicalists as scapegoats 
for Ihc lack of organisation in their area, 
I feel that Anarchism and Syndicalism 
should be linked in industrial activtiy and 
if (hey arc not, then I feel wc are wasting
